EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of the record fails to teach or suggest alone or in combination: A 
transmitter system, comprising: a mixer for frequency converting the converted spread 
input signal to provide an upconverted spread input signal; a despreader that despreads 
the upconverted spread input signal to provide a despread signal, and an antenna that 
transmits the despread signal, as recited in claim 1 and in combination with other 
elements of the claim. 
Claims 1,5-7, 8-10 are allowed. 
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The prior art of the record fails to teach or suggest alone or in combination: A 
transmitter system comprising: a despreading circuit that despreads the peak reduced 
spread input signal; an antenna for transmitting the despread peak reduced input signal, 
as recited in claim 13 and in combination with other elements of the claim. 
Claims 13-16, 18 are allowed. 

The prior art of the record fails to teach or suggest alone or in combination: A method 
for transmitting a signal, comprising: despreading the upconverted analog signal to 
provide a despread signal; and transmitting the despread signal, as recited in claim 19 
and in combination with other steps of the claim. 
Claims 19, 25 are allowed. 

The prior art of the record fails to teach or suggest alone or in combination: A 
transmitter comprising: means for despreading the spread input signal in the second 
domain; and means for transmitting the despread input signal, as recited in claim 26 
and in combination with other elements of the claim. 
Claim 26 is allowed.
